Dry Ridge men charged with robbery

A Richmond, Ky. man is dead 
and two Dry Ridge men are in jail 
after a 92-year-old Verona man said 
the trio broke into his home on Sept. 
3. 

Lloyd (Adam) Maxwell, 24, 
died after being shot in the chest by 
Earl Jones, a Boone County farm¬ 
er. 


Ryan Dalton, 22, and Donnie 
Inabnit, 20, are charged with second 
degree burglary and tampering with 
evidence after police said they 
moved Maxwell’s body from Jones’ 
home on Violet Road. 

Jones told police he was watch¬ 
ing television shortly after 2 a.m. 
when he heard a loud noise in his 
basement. 

He retrieved his .22 caliber rifle 
and waited in his living room with 


the gun in his lap. 

Jones said 15 minutes later, he 
heard footsteps coming up the stairs, 
so he took aim and when the door 
was kicked open, he fired a single 
shot, which hit the man in the 
chest. 

Jones told the Kentucky Enquirer, 
“I aimed right for his heart.”

Special election 
will fill Davis’ 
unexpired term

A special election has been called 
to be fill the remainder of Geoff 
Davis’ term as 4th U.S. Congressional 
District representative. 

The special election, issued by 
Gov. Steve Beshear and certified by 
Kentucky Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes, will be held Nov. 
6, in conjunction with the general 
election. 

Davis resigned effective July 31 
because of family health issues, vacat¬ 
ing the remainder of his term, which 
was set to end Dec. 31. 

The dead¬ 
line for 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
candidates 
nominated by 
their party and 
independent 
candidates to 
file their cer¬ 
tificates and 
petitions with 
the Secretary of State is 4 p.m. 
Monday, Sept. 10 for the special elec¬ 
tion. 

It is likely that Williamstown attor¬ 
ney William R. “Bill” Adkins, a 
Democrat, and former Lewis County 
Judge-Executive Thomas Massie, a 
Republican, who are set to meet for 
the seat in the general election, will be 
the candidates in the special election 
as well. 

That means that voters could cast 
their ballot for their respective candi¬ 
date twice because state law states that 
candidates for full terms and unex¬ 
pired terms should be grouped under 
their own appropriate headings.

A WORD FROM OUR READERS 

Impacting children and families 


The recent article regarding the cost of 
volunteer background checks in the local 
school system prompted me to write this 
letter. Because of budget shortfalls in our 
state, the cost of background checks has 
been shifted to local school districts. In an 
effort to absorb this new cost, school sys¬ 
tems are decreasing the frequency at 
which they require background checks- 
from every two years to every five years. 
This budget driven response could place 
children at risk. This is a concrete exam¬ 
ple, within our own community, of how 
budget cuts can impact the well-being of 
our children. 

We are obviously in a time in which 
difficult decisions must be made regarding 
the need to reduce government spending. 


We must also make decisions regarding 
equalizing the tax burden in a manner 
which does increase the burden to families 
already battered by a deep recession and 
slow recovery. (It is important to recog¬ 
nize that the top one percent in our nation 
now possess more net worth than the bot¬ 
tom 90 percent combined.) Our priorities 
impact children. How we spend our limit¬ 
ed resources and how we alter our tax 
code should not come at the expense of 
our most vulnerable children. 

Too many children are now at risk. In 
America, one in five children are poor, 97 
percent of eligible infants and children are 
not receiving early head start services due 
to lack of funding. This despite the fact 
that research clearly documents the benefit 


of early intervention programs for chil¬ 
dren. According to the Children’s Defense 
Fund, eliminating early intervention funds 
will increase the likelihood a boy will go 
to prison by 39 percent. This is a risk we 
cannot afford, especially at a time when 
states spend two and half times more per 
prisoner than a school student. The reality 
is if we don’t invest in children now, we 
will pay later. I would challenge our com¬ 
munity to learn more about how funding 
decision impact children and families in 
our community and make decisions based 
on the future of our children. Learn more

Drought, heat 
causes stress

£ £ Newly transplanted trees must remain 
hydrated in order for the natural 
process of root system regeneration to 
begin,” writes Roger Harris, associate 
professor of horticulture at Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute. This is something that 
has been repeated countless time this summer 
by many in the green industry, yet, I fear, 
some homeowners may have turned a deaf 
ear. 

With record breaking heat and drought 
conditions for many in Kentuckiana plants 
suffer the most if their care-giver is less than 
committed! Do not be perplexed over the 
death of landscape plants now or next year if 
you got lazy with your watering chores during 
the heat and drought of 2012. And if you have 
received rain left over from hurricane Isaac 
do not think you are completely off the hook 
with the newly planted. Freshly turned soil 
dries out faster and new plants have yet to 
establish their roots; plus the stress of simply 
leaving a pot, have your roots fondled and 
being plant in the ground. Water is the key to 
success.... 

Vicious cycle 

Turf grass will rebound, no doubt about 
that but the stress caused by drought and 
excessive heat can have some long term 
effects, especially for those plants that are 
already stressed from some other ailment or 
environmental condition. Drought conditions 
alone generally will not kill older, established 
trees; it is usually a combination of factors. 
Combine drought conditions with trees 
already suffering from “lawn mower” blight 
(trunk injuries from lawn equipment), old sun 
scald scars (where the cambium layer has 
died), girdled roots or environmental problems 
like poor drainage, compacted soil or pollution 
and trees are more susceptible to total kill 
during and after a period 
of prolonged drought. 

It is a vicious cycle; 
one type of stress leaves 
the tree vulnerable to 
another type of stress. If 
you look at it in terms of 
human health you can see 
a pattern: mal- 

nourishment or a 
weakened immune system 
leaves us vulnerable to 
other forms of illness. On 
the other hand, newly 
planted trees and shrubs 
will certainly perish if 
they have not been 
watered. Newly planted 
trees spend their first year trying to reestablish 
a root system; in their second year they store 
up energy; and in their third year they will 
start to put on some noticeable new growth. 
Here, again, the key is moisture. 

Homeowners with newly planted landscapes 
can only blame themselves for the decline of 
their plants if they have not irrigated. You 
may be worn out from watering but the chore 
is far from over because drought stressed 
plant material will enter into the winter 
months at a disadvantage and thus be 
susceptible to cold-related damage. Next 
spring tip dieback may be more evident. Keep 
an eye out for long-terms effects like canker 
disease, which usually shows up the season 
after a drought. You will see areas that have 
cracked and split open in bands around the 
trunk. The cambium layer beneath the bark 
will die and the tree will be unable to 
effectively transport nutrients to the tissue 
above the diseased area. 

Stress signs 

Evergreens are particularly susceptible to 
winter injury after a drought. All trees 
transpire moisture through their leaves, since 
evergreens hold their leaves throughout the 
winter months this means that they continue 
to lose moisture. Evergreens are especially 
susceptible to winter dieback and burned 
foliage after a season of drought. The most 
depressing thing that you may see next spring 
is a seemingly healthy tree leaf out and bloom 
and then die overnight. Basically the tree 
uses up the last bit of life it has in it to break 
dormancy. I suppose it is a good way to go if 
you are a tree. 

As we head into late summer continue to 
water plant material that has shown signs of 
stress. Slow, deep irrigation every two weeks 
is much better than frequent watering. 
However, newly planted trees and shrubs may 
need hand watering every couple of days to 
keep from drying out completely. Remove 
any diseased or dead wood to eliminate safe 
harbors for insects. Fertilize with some 
composted manure as mulch or some other 
nitrogen source (like cottonseed meal) in late 
November. If you use synthetic nitrogen wait 
until the tree has gone dormant because you 
will encourage new growth that will stress the 
plant even more. Do not fertilize new 
plantings from this year, wait until next fall.

When one of my daughters had a tooth that was loose, 
she kept it loose for many weeks because first she was 
scared for anyone to touch it and also because she liked 
to wiggle it for an audience. My wife is a dental hygienist 

and she knew that this tooth 
was loose and needed to 
come out because there was a 
new tooth was coming in 
behind it. Now I loved my 
daughter even when she had 
a snaggle tooth that was 
pushing outward and wiggly 
but I knew that she would be 
better off without it. I also 
knew what she would look 
like without the tooth and I 
knew it was much better for 
her to have the tooth pulled. 

The problem was that she 
didn’t think so. She thought 
it would hurt to come out and you know what? She was 
right. But I knew it had to come out. So I had to grab hold 
of her, place her in my lap, wrap my arms around hers, 
wrap my legs around hers, and then hold her face while 
her Momma went after the tooth. She screamed and 
screamed, (my daughter, not her mommy) and finally the 
tooth popped out. Now she originally thought we were 
mean for doing this, but afterwards she realized we 
weren’t being mean, we were doing it because we loved 
her and knew what was good for her so that she could 
have that wonderful smile, give or take a tooth or two. 

Well God loves you just as you are, but He knows 
what is best for you, and what is best is that we be con¬ 
formed to likeness of His Son. That’s His purpose for us. 
Sometimes God has to move us from our comfortable 
spot to get us to grow in Him.

The men fled Jones’ frame home and 
Jones called a neighbor, who dialed 911. 

A short time later, the Kenton County 
police responded to a call on Courtney 
Road about a man who had been shot. 
Police found Maxwell dead and Dalton 
and Inabnit inside a 2001 Chevrolet 
Impala. 

Police said they took Dalton and 
Inabnit to the Boone County Sheriff’s 
Office, where they admitted their involve¬ 
ment in the burglary on Violet Road. 

When police arrived at Jones’ home, 
they found the outside basement door ajar 
but no one home other than Jones. 

Jones has lived alone since his wife, 
Hazel Jones, died in 2006. He served in 
the U.S. Army Air Forces from 1941 to 
1946. 

The break-in was the third Jones has 
experienced on his farm this year. In 
April, thieves stole 90 head of cattle from 
a field behind his house. In August, bur¬ 
glars took a TV, a few thousand dollars 
cash and a personal check from his house. 
They also ripped the phone out of his 
wall. 

“I can’t leave the damn house to do my 
work outside,” he said. 

Police took the rifle used in the shoot¬ 
ing. The incident remains under investiga¬ 
tion.

Kenneth and Patty Wininger 
have gotten good at saying 
goodbye. 

“It’s sad to see him go, 
again, but I guess I’ve gotten 
used to it. It’s just the way it is 
with a soldier,” Patty said. 

Patty and nearly two dozen 
other relatives trekked to 
Carroll County High School on 
Sept. 1 to bid farewell to 
National Guard troops from the 
Alpha Battery, 2 nd Battalion, 
138 th Artillery in Carollton. 

For Kenneth Wininger, this 
is his third deployment in 23 
years of military service. 

“I’m good. I’m ready. I’m 
glad to be able to do it again 
because I feel like I have some¬ 
thing to complete,” he said, 
following a send off ceremony 
for friends and families. 

Wininger, a 23-year-veteran 
of the National Guard, didn’t 
get to complete his second tour 
after a vehicle he was riding in 
ran over an IED in Afghanistan. 
The explosion on June 14, 
2006, broke 50 bones in his 
foot. Wininger underwent 12 
surgeries and traveled from 
Afghanistan to Fort Bragg and 
finally back to Grant County to 
heal. 

As soon as he was healed, 
he wanted to return to his unit, 
but instead did not return to 
duty on that tour. 

Wininger’s unit will spend a 
month at Camp Atterbury, near 
Edinburgh, Ind. for training 
before being sent to Camp 
Lemonnier in Djibouti, Africa. 

While on deployment for 
nine months, the unit will train 
with other soldiers, as well as 
provide security for a naval 
base in the region. 

Djibouti is located on the 
eastern coast of at the Horn of 
Africa, where the Red Sea 
meets the Arabian Sea. The 
base, operated, by the U.S. 


Navy, is about 10 miles north 
of Somalia and is across the 
strait from Yemen. 

At Camp Atterbury, the local 
unit will join the remainder of 
the 500-member battalion for 
mobilization training. A larger 
ceremony was held on Aug. 31 
in Frankfort. 

For Wininger’s mother, 
Linda Wininger, there’s always 
a reason to worry when your 
son is on active duty. 

“You better come back in 
one piece,” she chided Ken, as 
tears filled her eyes. 

“I’m not scared,” he said. 
“There’s not much going on 
where I’m going and it’s not 
new to me.” 

“That’s what you tell me, 
but you almost got your foot 
blown off the last time,” Linda 
quipped back at her son. 

Wininger and a handful of 
other soldiers from Grant 
County shared smiles, hugs and 
tears as they prepared to leave. 

Wininger trying to keep the 
mood light hearted said he 
would definitely miss hunting 
season. 

He couldn’t keep a few tears 
from his eyes as he got serious 
for a moment. 

“I have a grandchild on the 


way, so I’ll miss that and even 
though it’s my fourth grand¬ 
child, it’s still my grandchild,” 
he said. 

Because of the short deploy¬ 
ment time, Wininger said the 
unit would not get to come 
home on leave during this 
tour. 

Patty Wininger, who has 
served as the coordinator of the 
unit’s family readiness group 
since 2006, knows what to 
expect. 

“We met in college and he 
was already a soldier, so I knew 
what I was getting into,” she 
said. “This is what he wants to 
do and who he is and I respect 
that.” 

She said she would miss the 
time they spend together now 
that their four children are 
grown, but they plan to travel 
when he returns. 

She’ll spend the time he’s 
gone working with the families 
organizing fundraisers to ship 
care packages to the soldiers 
and events such as Halloween 
and Christmas parties. 

“Basically, I’m here to help 
families find resources,” she 
said. “If they need child care or 
any type of referrals, then I get 
the call.”
